A New Rule. 
A new standard! o f liigh school 
work, which will permit o f more elec­ 
tive studies and the complete elimin­ 
ation of mathematiiejs, was recom- 
l mended to the state board o f educa­ 
tion Tuesday by a special committee 
appointed to investigate the cpiestion, 
consisting of J. N. Study, \V. E. Stone 
and George E. Tapy. 
If the report of the committee is 
adopted only fifteen units or thirty 
credits will be required for graduation 
from commissioned high schools with 
nine or ten-month terms. 
There is 
no fixed standard at present, but six­ 
teen units or thirty-two credits are 
the requirement in nearly all schools 
o f this class. 
The standard proposed by the com­ 
mittee is the same*as was adopted by 
the National Education Association 
a t San Francisco last July. 
It pro­ 
vides for a high school course con­ 
sisting o f three units of English, two 
■» 
*- 
units of one foreign language, two 
units of mathematics, 
one 
unit of 
social science, including history; one 
unit o f natural science. 
Two addi­ 
tio n a l academic 
units are 
required 
j and four are left as a margin for 
whatever work best meets the needs 
o f the individual pupil. 
A unit is a 
whole year’s work in any one subject. 
The report was favorably received 
by the board and will likely be adopt­ 
ed at its next meeting. 
in order to place all certified high 
schools in Indiana on an equal basis 
the board adopted an order declar­ 
ing all present certificates void a fter 
June 30, 1912. at which time they will 
be subject to inspection fo r the issu­ 
ance of new certificates.
